ATA convention emphasizes “gray area’ fight

Some 2000 truck fleet executives swarmed into Washington, D. C., last 
month for the “Big One”—the annual convention of American Trucking 
Assns. If a predominant theme is to be extracted from many subjects 
discussed, it would be the “Gray Area of Transportation.” 

@ Stronger measures to curb such actions were proposed by local and 
short haul carriers. 

@® Commissioner Tucker of the ICC told contract carriers that “a rise 
of gray area boundaries between common and contract carriers would 
weaken both types of service.” 

@ Al Rosenbaum of the regular route common carrier group told mem- 
bers that a “relentless campaign is underway to drive illegal operators 
off the highway.” 

@ ATA Chairman Welby Frantz called for an end to inter-carrier feud- 
ing, urged all to “squeeze emotions out of their dealings with one another.” 
@ Commissioner Murphy reported that the ICC is processing 16,000 com- 
plaints a year against carriers. 

@ In the private carrier meeting, Frank Barton, Deputy Undersecretary 
of Commerce for Transportation, said his department has no desire to 
regulate private carriage but was determined to wipe out illegal for-hire 
operation. 

In the important area of selective rate cuts, Senator Mike Monroney 
of the Senate Commerce Committee told fleetmen that he believed the 
ICC had erred in recent decisions. He favors adoption of 81197 (of which 
he is co-sponsor) that would permit a return to well-established prin- 
ciples of rate regulation. 

Kenneth Anderson of the United California Bank in a special report 
indicated that the trucking industry had maintained its financial stature 
during the recent recession. Said Chairman Pro Tem Neil Curry, “If you 
have a first class financial man, treat him well. If vou don’t have one,

It will be the first of the year 
before fleetmen will know what the 
final portion of the ATA Founda- 
tion-Budd Study shows.

@ Present industry trend is 
toward “demand repair” rather 
than “scheduled repair” for main- 
taining major components. 


@ Maintenance-record keeping in 
the industry is not really adequate. 


@ Cost records will have to be 
standardized before proper com- 
parative analysis by and between 
carriers is possible. 


@ Most deficiencies in record 
keeping and use result from inade- 
quate records and insufficient analy- 
sis of adequate records.

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AFL-CIO goes easy on luring defecting 
Teamsters back, but will accept them 


AFL-CIO Executive Council has 
decided to soft-pedal any move to 
lure defecting Teamsters’ locals 
back to the AFL-CIO fold. But the 
group agreed at its October con- 
clave to welcome home any Team- 
ster locals that asked for readmis- 
sion. 

The move was expected in light 
of AFL-CIO attitude in the years 
since James R. Hoffa’s Teamsters 
were expelled. But the action fell 
far short of some labor spokesmen’s 
attempts to get all Teamsters back. 


Don’t want Hoffa 
At the same meeting, the na- 
tion’s largest labor group refused 


to take the Brotherhood of Team- 
sters back en masse (25-2 against 
readmission). 

It all means that defecting locals 
now have a place to go. 


Something to think about 
AFL-CIO’s move will mean much 
to the thinking of dissident groups 
as the wave of defection talk sweeps 
through Teamster ranks. 
‘However, don’t expect it to bring 
about a very large number of de- 
fections. For instance, in Phila- 
delphia’s Teamster squabbles, Local 
107 is simply trying to clear up in- 
ternal problems. They’re not really 
giving defection much thought.

Panelists challenge census 


Trucking industry spokesmen 
challenged government representa- 
tives and truck manufacturers over 
the need for a national census of 
transportation. 

The debate took place at the 
ATA’s Private Carriers Conference 
annual meeting in Washington last 
month. 

Fred B. Hufnagel, Sun Oil Co., 
Philadelphia, said the proposed cen- 
sus would impose an added burden 
on private carriers from which they 
would receive no benefit. Both he 
and ATA’s Allan C. Flott expressed 
fear that the census information 
would be used by rails for selective 
rate cutting. 

Supporting the census were Don- 
ald B. Church of the U. S. Bureau 
of Census and Dodge Trucks’ 
George F. Butts. Mr. Church said 


the government needs the data for 
setting policy. Mr. Butts said manu- 
facturers need the data for market- 
ing plans. 

Mr. Hufnagel’s and Mr. Flott’s 
answer: The government should 
use all the data already being col- 
lected by federal and state agencies. 


McClellan wants to curb Hoffa 


Sen. John L. McClellan of Ar- 
kansas is sponsoring legislation to 
curb the power of the Teamsters’ 
Union. 

His proposal would nullify James 
R. Hoffa’s hopes of uniting all 
transportation unions. It would 
also limit his power to call a nation- 
wide trucking strike, the Senator 
says. 

It would make it illegal for any 
transport union to call a strike in 
concert with another union if the 
effect would “substantially” be to 
curtail transportation services. It 
would apply even if the second 
union was a sister local] within the 
same national or international.

Single-leaf springs are comers 


Within the next two years single-leaf springs will 
spread to a number of makes. They were introduced in 
the 1962 model year by Chevy II. 

Several suppliers tell CCJ they’re working closely 
with car companies in developing new suspension 
systems. 

One source says that cars using any form of multi- 
leaf springs will change over to fewer leaves. One 
and two-leaf springs will become the most common, 
they predict. 

Currently most cars use about a four-leaf setup.

AUTOMOTIVE INDUSTRIES, four out of five car owners 
expect factories to build in such potential. 

Highways, says Al’s Editor and Publisher Hartley 
Barclay, are the chief factors holding back such per- 
formance today. Already, all sizes of passenger cars 
—from compacts to luxury models—have performed 
satisfactorily on well built test tracks at speeds over 
100 mph. 

Doubt 100,000-mile warranties 

The average driver, the survey shows, is hopeful 
that within five years service warranties based on 
100,000 miles of use will be standard on auto engines. 
However, despite talk at the factories that 100,000- 
mile warranties are just around the corner, users do 
not expect them for other components and parts, in- 
cluding transmissions, brakes, tires, electrical sys- 
tems and cooling systems. 


Cycle's over—compacts to grow 


It was bound to happen. The three-year cycle is up. 
Detroit is making some new decisions about the com- 
pact cars which started to invade the market in 1959. 

Setting the trend will be the Dodge Lancer. It’ll be 
stretched from its present 106.5-in. wheelbase to 111 
in. in 1963. It will be proportionately longer over-all. 
And for the first time since its introduction, it will 
break relationship with its brother, the Valiant. Both 
cars will have completely new and distinct body shells, 
roof panels, deck lids, etc. 

The 1962 Falcon and Corvair are now also in their 
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third year. Neither has gone through major styling 
changes, only new grillework and exterior mouldings. 
Look for some surprises from these two in 1963. 


Definition of a compact 

Length is a more important yardstick than wheel- 
base in determining what constitutes a “compact” car. 
That interpretation comes from American Motors’ 
President George Romney. He says all cars measuring 
under 200 in. overall should be classified as compacts. 
As far as he’s concerned, the new “intermediates” fall 
in this category, along with a couple of standards. 

On the other hand, Ford Division’s boss, Lee 
lacocea, contends his new Fairlane (197-in. overall) 
is not a compact. The Fairlane, he points out, is com- 
parable to the 1959 Ford in interior dimensions—and 
the ’49 Ford in outside dimensions. 

And how do you classify the Volkswagen-size ve- 
hicles Ford and Chevrolet have in the works? 


Heaters become standard 


Back in 1922 at least six factories offered heaters 
as standard equipment. But because they upped the 
price of the automobile, they were dropped soon after- 
wards into the “extra cost, option” category. That’s 
where they remained until 1962 models were intro- 
duced. 

Today, with demand at nearly 100 per cent, heaters 
have again become standard equipment—on all Ford 
Motor Co. and General Motors cars. 

They still are an option on all other makes—but 
not for long. 

The first heater to be offered as original equipment 
appeared in 1907, on the Postal car. It cost the new 
car owner $25 as an option. 


Old story: 7-million car year 


Forecasts for the 1962 model sales are almost iden- 
tical to those made last year for 1961 auto sales. 

During the 1961 model season, auto executives’ 
estimates ranged from 6.5-million to 7-million—about 
the same as those being made now for next year. 

Unfortunately, 1961 is not expected to live up to 
original expectations. You'll see about 6-million cars 
sold—not too bad, considering economic factors and 
other unexpected variables. 

For 1962, however, things look better. It’s con- 
ceivable the industry could even top 1955’s record. 

In addition to a more stable economy, there seems 
to be more enthusiasm generating in all quarters of 
government and industry.

Christmas can hold good will 
possibilities for transits, too 


Four transit properties again this year will cash 
in on the inherent public relations (and profit) poten- 
tial in the Christmas season. They’ll send charter 
buses to the brightest and most handsomely lighted 
neighborhoods in their cities. 

All four local projects are good seasonal profit- 
makers for the transits involved. All are simple 
enough for any city’s Christmas lighting projects. 
Maybe the experience of any one of these will help 
you set up a Christmas lights program, capitalize 
on the PR possibilities, bring some Christmas cheer 
to your accountants. ... 


SSELELELEBEEL ELLE RTE 


Saskatoon (Canada) Transit System has been oper- 
ating a Christmas lights tour for aboui five years. 
It runs the four nights before Christmas. (They 
found the period between Christmas and New Year’s 
was not popular with passengers. ) 

STS publicizes the tours through paid newspaper 
space, car cards, and free mentions on television and 
radio newscasts. 

Tours are 12 miles long and take about an hour- 
and-a-half. Fares this year will be 50¢ for adults, 25¢ 
for grade school children (a boost from 35¢ and 15¢). 

Saskatoon Transit requires telephone reservations 
to make figuring the number of buses easier. In 1960 
the tours required four 50-passenger and one 36-pas- 
senger bus each evening. 


Cleveland Transit System garnered valuable news- 
paper space by keeping local papers posted on 
Christmas lights plans last year. Here are excerpts 
from a “review” in the CLEVELAND PLAIN DEALER: 

“Many delighted exclamations of ‘Oh!’ and ‘Ah!’ 
filled nine buses of the Cleveland Transit System 
last night as first tours of Greater Cleveland 


Christmas lighting were taken. . . . From Broadview 
Road near Seven Hills and Parma, the sight of the 
lights of Greater Cleveland was worth the price of 
tee 1 

It was the first experience of the Cleveland transit 
property in Christmas lights tours. 

Yet in one year the firm had set up a comprehensive 
program of three separate two-hour tours. All three 
had different starting points and different itineraries. 
They were conducted the five nights following Christ- 
mas (though in many cities the tours could begin as 
far before Christmas as December 15). 

Passengers, who bought tickets with guaranteed 
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seating, totaled 2150 by the end of the fifth night. 
They weren't told the exact route in advance, either. 

Cleveland Transit charged $1 for adults and 75¢ 
for children. The system at first sold reserved seat 
tickets only during the before-Christmas promotion. 
But the charter proved so popular that the firm was 
selling tickets on the spot toward the end of the 
“season.” 

Cooperation between Cleveland Transit and the Zoo 
paid off, too. When the buses rolled by to show pas- 
sengers the Nativity scene, the zoo’s carillon chimed 
out with “Angels We Have Heard on High.” 

When passengers left their buses at the end of the 
tours, CTS gave each a candy cane with a Christmas 
greeting attached.

Buffalo Transit Co. makes a bargain of its tours. 
Fares are 98¢ for adults, 49¢ for children. But it’s 
still a very profitable operation for the three hours’ 
ride from downtown through decorated residential 
areas. 

J. G. Campbell, the company’s president, says the 
tours have been set up and advertised only “in a 
small way.” 

His conclusion: “It was very gratifying to know 
that we could operate the service in three hours’ time 
—and our rate of 98¢ made it very profitable.” 


Toronto Transit Commission has operated a 35-mile 
tour each year since 1953. The trip takes two hours. 

They’ve sub-divided the operation in recent years, 
however, to cash in on both charter and individual 
passenger tours. 

When charter was first offered in 1956, it required 
11 buses to take groups around. By last Christmas 
the charter service accounted for 47 bus loads. 

The fare schedule has risen, also. In 1956 and 1957, 
adult fare was $1, children—50¢. For the past four 
years the fare has been $1.25 for adults, 75¢ for 
children. 

Toronto has had some trouble keeping the total 
number of passengers up. In fact, last year, it was 
less than half the number in 1956. Reason, says TTC, 
is the vast amounts of lighting being done all over 
the city. In 1956 the special lighting was confined 
mainly to the well-to-do residential districts and com- 
mercial and industrial buildings. 

One source of charter service TTC can now count 
on is a charitable move by local service clubs. They’ve 
been underwriting the cost of charter buses for senior 
citizens’ groups or for shut-ins. 

TTC relies mainly on car-card advertising, along

Tires: Tyrex wear, steel cord, heat 


What makes tires wear—or wear 
out—is the prime question factories 
are trying to answer. They attack 
the problem from many angles. 
Here are recent developments that 
may play a part in the fleet tire pic- 
ture of the future: 

@ Raymond C. Firestone, presi- 
dent of Firestone Tire and Rubber, 
says his company has developed the 
W2A tire which combines either 
nylon or rayon cord with steel cord. 
He claims it runs about 65°F. 
cooler than fabric cord tires, gives 
about twice as much tread wear 
and has 72 per cent better impact 
resistance. Difference between 
Firestone’s and others’ use of steel 
cord is the way the layers of cord 
are laid down. Firestone runs all 
plies in the same radial direction 
from edge to edge, not alternately 
as in conventional tires. 

They should be available for the 
general truck fleet market in a year 
or two. But you'll probably not use 
them on an automobile. “They rum- 
ble,” said Firestone. 

@ CCJ asked Tyrex, Inc., how 
its test of Tyrex vs nylon cord was

It alerts the driver if a certain 
piece of equipment reaches a criti- 
cal temperature. Expect it to hit 
the market around the first of the 
year.

They don’t know why. Also, they 
don’t know whether a smaller gov- 
ernment unit—a city or county- 
will find it cheaper to buy or lease.

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Kennedy will try new method 
of solving transportation ills 


Commerce Department officials 
have turned over to the White 
House a series of messages for 
President Kennedy to send to Con- 
gress next year. They all propose 
solutions to “the transportation 
problem.” 

This is a new approach by the 
Kennedy Administration. The mes- 
sages will each attempt to solve 
problems in individual transporta- 
tion areas. This is in contrast to an 
entire transportation package for 
Congress. 


Many missives 

Secretary of Commerce Hodges 
says there will be “quite a number” 
of messages touching on various 
aspects of transportation. 

Basic differences, among the myr- 
iad suggestions to his department, 
boil down to three interests—rails, 
shippers and trucking. Each has 
suggested completely divergent so- 
lutions, of course. 


Among the States . . . 


These laws, passed recently by 


state legislatures, will have na- 
tional significance for fleets: 

Mandatory seat belts—Wiscon- 
sin’s new law requires seat belts 
for front seat passengers on all 
1962 and later cars. It will also ap- 
ply to ’62’s when they’re resold as 
used cars. 

Tax repeal — Alabama has re- 
pealed its mileage tax on for-hire 
carriers of property. That state 
also has a new fuel-purchase law 
for trucks and buses, and new 
height limits—now 13-ft, 6-in. 

Truck marking — Pennsylvania 
has a new law requiring commercial 
vehicles be marked with the name 
and address of the operator.

No federal sizes and weights, asks AASHO 


American Assn. of State Highway Officials says it wants no federal 
vehicle size and weight limits. The policy was adopted early last month 
at AASHO’s annual convention. It was immediately forwarded to Secre- 


tary of Commerce Luther H. Hodges. 


The policy statement says states should be encouraged to adopt uni- 
form vehicle sizes and weights as recommended by AASHO. Revision 
of the 1946 AASHO size and weight code is presently underway, is sched- 
uled for consideration by the group’s Executive Committee next June. 

Policy further says barriers to interstate fleet operation should be re- 
moved by reciprocity compacts. On Congress’ agenda next year is the 
question of whether to repeal the present federal size and weight “freeze” 
on the Interstate Highway System or approve a system of federal inter- 


state size and weight limits. 





Order AFDOUS Code text now 


Trucking interests won’t be able 
to get complete texts of the 
AFDOUS proposed frozen food 
code until January. But if you 
want a copy, place your order for 
it now. 

The code will be officially recom- 
mended to the states for passage 
with publication in the AFDOUS 
quarterly bulletin in January. 
AFDOUS (Assn. of Food and Drug 
Officials of the U. S.) will make 
copies available to truck fleets, body 
makers, the food industry and 
others—but only as reprints from 
the bulletin. 

The code is only a recommenda- 
tion to the states. Bost most are 
expected to adopt it.

BRAKE MAINTENANCE TIPS FROM GREY-ROCK 


How to adjust anchors on 
front axle brakes 


A large percentage of trucks and tractors are equipped 
with front axle brakes having adjustable anchors. Nu- 
merous brake complaints such as noise, erratic action, 
pull and insufficient brake can be traced directly to one 
thing—failure to adjust the anchors so that the shoes are 
correctly centered in the brake assembly. 


Every possible precaution should be taken to balance 
the braking effort, because unequal braking across the 
front axle can be extremely dangerous on slippery roads. 
The procedure for adjusting both air-actuated and 
hydraulic, heavy-duty brakes equipped with movable 
anchors is described and illustrated here. 





- Rotate both anchor pins B 
to full release position. 


. Adjust at slack adjuster A to 
bring shoes out against drum 
until there is a heavy drag. 


. Rotate anchor pins until drag 
is relieved. 


. Repeat until drag cannot be 
relieved by rotating anchor 
pins. 


5. Tighten anchor pin nuts 


. Back off cam to get minimum 
running clearance.

Do not interchange fabricated steel brake shoes 


Fabricated steel brake shoes that appear 
almost identical will cause considerable 
difficulty if interchanged. They may fit 
into the brake assembly, but will not 
function properly. Both Timken Part 
No. A3722L64 and Fruehauf Part No. 
514956 use 6-in.-wide taper brake 
blocks (FMSI 4514). But if the Timken 
part is installed on the Fruehauf brake 
spider, only partial lining-to-drum con- 
tact will be achieved. Brake output will 
be reduced, and drivers will complain. 


Other problems will also be encoun- 
tered. Foundation brake parts will be 
subjected to excessive loading and pos- 
sible premature failure. Lining life will 
be reduced, because only a portion of 
the surface must do all the braking. 
Lining at one end may be completely 
gone before the other end shows wear. 


Timken Part No. A3722N66, using 
7-in.-wide tapered blocks (FMSI 4515), 
and Fruehauf Part No. 514958, using 


the same FMSI number block, cause 
difficulties if interchanged. Use Timken 
shoes with Timken spiders and Frue- 
hauf shoes with Fruehauf spiders.

But to the fleet buyer who knows precisely what 
his business car requirements are, such a large 
selection of vehicles becomes an opportunity with- 
out precedent to buy without compromise; to buy 
just the qualities he needs—without being forced 
to include some he can’t use but has to pay for 
just the same! 


One reason why manufacturers are offering so 
many different cars in 1962 is, of course, that the 
public has indicated to the manufacturers that 
they want a larger choice.

How to select the 


right car for your fleet 


Every fleet car you consider this year will represent a 
combination of qualities. Matching these qualities to your 
needs and weighing the degree to which you find them in 
each make of car is the essence of a sound fleet purchase. 
Here are seven points to consider when making your next 
fleet decision: 

1. Cars should “keep producing.’’ They should be on 
the road, not in the shop . . . auto absenteeism is wasteful, 
expensive. Fleet operators should learn which cars have 
self-maintenance features designed into them — benefits, 
such as extended lubrication and oil change intervals, self- 
adjusting brakes and rust-protected underparts. 

2. Cars should help build your organization’s image. 
This is especially important where prestige is a prime 
requisite in your organization’s existence and development. 
A company is judged to a surprising extent by the “cars it 
keeps.” If economy is as important as a quality impression, 
the new “intermediate” car now qualifies for consideration. 
3. Today’s compacts are best for certain purposes. 
Where economy is the prime consideration, a good compact 
is the answer. This is especially true for multipurpose use 
involving such tasks as—city sales calls or short trips not re- 
quiring heavy loads.

1. For specialized jobs, pick the right car. And there 
is a particular car especially suitable for your particular 
job. Selecting it depends on such factors as whether your 
load requirements are unusual, whether high power is 
desirable, whether luxury or economy are primary or sec- 
ondary considerations, and whether yours is a local or cross- 
country operation. So, know your job requirements! 

5. “Fringe benefits’’ should not be overlooked. 
Driver-salesmen and executives, for example, find the 
prestige factor rewarding for individual and organization 
in personal driving on weekends or evenings. It’s good 
“company psychology” to consider the desires and needs 
of the individual who will be driving the car, whether 
off-duty or on-the-job. 

6. Resale is important. Consider the features designed 
into the car you want. Some cars have been designed with 
features built right into them which will contribute greatly 
to the maximum return on your investment at resale time. 
7. Check the dealer, too. Does he have adequate facili- 
ties to properly and efficiently service your cars? Is he 
convenient? Is he reliable? Talk to some of his customers. 
Will he be helpful with financing at fair rates? Always re- 
member, a good dealer is a big part of a good deal. 
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The compact car is the pace-setter of fleet oper- 


ation where economy is most important. 


Let’s examine, more specifically, just how the 
compact fleet dollar does go further:

Some fresh auto PM ideas 


Lyle Brown, superintendent of Yellow Cab Co., 
Des Moines, Ia., has studied his preventive mainte- 
nance program closely. Maybe his findings can be 
useful to other fleet car operators as a program to 
try to beat. Here’s what he told the PM Conference, 
Cab Research Bureau of National Assn. of Taxicab 
Owners in Detroit: 

Tuneup—“Our engine tuneup time is governed by 
conditions (and drivers’ complaints) rather than by 
a set time or mileage. We tune up the engine when 
it misses, uses too much gasoline or loses power. 
Missing is the most frequent complaint. We first 
make a compression test. If any cylinders are low, 
we put the plugs back in and run six ounces of kero- 
sene through the carburetor. Then we proceed with 
the tuneup. We clean and test plugs, check points 
and condenser. If the kerosene treatment doesn’t 
bring compression back to normal, we grind the 
valves. We seldom find ring failures. Incidentally, 
the kerosene has saved us many unnecessary valve 
jobs.” 

Spark plugs—“Our theory on spark plugs is, ‘If 
it never misfires, then you can’t increase perform- 
ance or gas mileage by replacing it with a new one.’ ” 

Miscellaneous intervals—Ignition points last an 
average of 18,897 miles; average tuneup occurs at 
10,238 miles, takes 0.7 hour. Ignition points are 
usually replaced on alternate tuneups, new spark 
plugs every third tuneup. Average tuneup costs 
$2.45 for labor, $1.36 for parts. 

Engine overhauls—“We don’t do them on a mile- 
age basis. We re-ring for excessive use of oil or be- 
cause of fumes. At the same time, we grind valves 
and replace pins, main and rod bearings. Our aver- 
age first ring job on Checkers occurs at 97,081 miles 
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“Remember the old straight Sixes? . . . They 
always threw ‘em out the TOP!" 
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MAINTENANCE 


(a three-year average which presently is much 
higher). 

Transmissions—“Last year our average overhaul 
occurred at 65,442 miles. Now we have a great many 
cabs with 80-90,000 miles and still no overhaul. 
We don’t have accurate figures for this year yet, 
but think it will be about 90,000 miles. We credit 
the gain to buying the best transmission oil avail- 
able and setting up a proper drain period.” 


Double-duty wrench 


Here’s a handy tip for making your own tool when 
the steering gear on an International C-110, 120, 120 
1x4, or 130 chassis needs adjustment. 

In order to make steering gear cam thrust bearing 
end play adjustment, you must loosen the gear hous- 
ing side cover adjusting screw and lock nut to free 
the studs in the cam groove. You must also loosen 
the lock nut to adjust the lever shaft studs for back 
lash. 

You can make a good tool for the job by modifying 
a 34-in. box-end offset wrench as shown here. You 





may need to change the dimensions slightly for your 
particular vehicle. 

The tool will give you good leverage while working 
around the frame—and still not ruin the altered 
wrench. You might even adapt the idea for other jobs.

| Safety men hail latest results 
| from research: It's useable . 


Research—far out, intense, and loaded with scien- 
tific jargon—came of age this year at the Nationa! 
Safety Congress. 
| As one fleet safety director said, “They’ve been 
| telling us each year what they don’t know. This 
| year they told us what they do know.” 

It was important for the safety director and the 
way he’ll proceed with his campaigns during the 
coming year. Results were positive, rather than 
negative. 

For instance, researchers have come up with a 
couple of tools which may soon help spot the safe 
driver, cull the crop of applicants with a much 
higher degree of sureness. 

They heard two sides of the sticky question: When 
is a man’s illness or injury too severe to allow him 
to continue driving? 

And they got concise directions on how to get 
their safety messages across to the driver. 

CCJ will present several highlights of motor trans- 
port and transit sessions soon. In addition, here are 
some significant ideas ... 








@ Columbia University’s safety group, headed by 
James L. Malfetti, is going deeper into the charact- 
eristics which are present in a good driver. “What 
Makes a Safe Driver” (June, page 97), was based on 
men with 20 years’ safe driving experience. Now, 
said Jerome L. Fine who substituted for Malfetti, 
the group has asked for enough money to enlarge 
the study, find out what characteristics of a safe

@ Dr. Thomas N. Jenkins, Director of Psychologi- 
cal Services for Executive Analysis Corp. may be 
very close to the answer. His group has developed a 
test (about 150 questions) that has separated the “ac- 
cident-prone” from the non-negligent driver.

partment “blows the whistle” on any driver not at 
the height of physical condition. 

“This is no place to hire the handicapped. Drivers 
must be the very best physical specimens for public 
transportation,” Dr. Irwin said. 

At CTA, a driver applicant won’t be accepted if 
he wears contact lenses (regular glasses are OK if 
his vision is corrected sufficiently). Reason: Super- 
visors can’t check to see if they’re being worn. 

To back up its program of frequent and tough 
physicals, CTA has a bus converted to a traveling 
clinic. It goes throughout the city, checking out 
drivers who haven’t received exams for illnesses, in- 
juries, or at supervisors’ suggestions. 

Good way to keep drivers with bad medical records 
from joining your fleet, Dr. Irwin says, is to get the 
applicant’s permission to write away for his military 
medical record. CTA has often avoided later troubles 
by checking into long-term diseases, discovering con- 
finements the man would like to forget. 


@ On the other hand, Dr. Merken told the motor 
transport group that men often compensate ade- 
quately for long-term disabilities. He includes driv- 
ers without 20/20 vision, color blindness (“No prob- 
lem at all’), some loss of hearing and some muscle 
defects. He warned, however, against the short-term 
defect—like a broken arm. That one can’t be com- 
pensated for in a short time. 





@ When it comes to getting a safety message 
across to drivers, Frank R. Burrows, Jr., field serv- 
ice director of Citizens Traffic Safety Board, told the 
transit section to use gimmicks. He says humor and 
gimmicks may be corny, but they’re not degrading. 
They make the message stick. He’s willing to prove his 
point with a booklet he offers. (Write him for one at 
20 N. Wacker Dr., Chicago 6, III.) 


@ Dr. Hideya Kumata, communications expert at 
Michigan State, took a different tack. He says the 
student-teacher setup (as often used in safety meet- 
ings) is not very good for making a lasting impres- 
sion. He recommends the friend-to-friend approach 
because a classroom or written message probably 
won’t change an attitude. 

He warned: Ask the man whom you know began 
the sessions unconvinced, if you want to find out if 
you’re doing a good job. Too often we ask the fellow 
already in favor, get a distorted view of our success 
in changing attitudes. 

He pointed out another danger area: Our “earlier 
messages.” He said we must often change impres- 
sions we made earlier to get across a new idea. Com- 
petition, therefore, is great for the safety director. 
He has himself, the “opinion leaders” among drivers 
and the mass media to disprove before he can set 
himself up as a “reliable source” of information on 
a new safety method.

LOCATING A SMALL SHORT 
Dear Al: 


One of our pick-ups has chronic trouble 
with batteries going dead. I’ve had no 
luck trying to track down the trouble. 
Wonder if you can help me. 

The first time around, I dropped in a 
new battery and replaced both cables. 
Next day, the battery was dead. Since 
even new batteries are sometimes defec- 
tive—without our knowing it—I dropped 
in another new battery. 

The truck worked fine — but only for 
a few days. Then the battery went dead 
again. I recharged the battery, checked 
the voltage regulator and generator, but 
again, the pickup only ran for a few days. 

This time I replaced wire from dis- 
tributor to the ignition coil (ignition 
switch was OK); replaced starter sole- 
noid; replaced distributor points, con- 


denser and spark plugs; checked and 
found ground cable from starter solenoid 
OK and making a good ground; checked 
starter motor and found that OK; 
checked everything else I could think of. 
But the battery was still discharging. 
I'd be glad to have your thoughts on 
this problem. 
J. P. El Paso, Texas 


The culprit is probably a ground, or 
short circuit — a very tiny one, one 
ampere or less because it takes about 72 
hours to discharge a 50 ampere hour 
battery. 

Looking for a short like this is a 
“needle in the haystack” type deal, but 
here’s a trick that will make the search 
easier: 

Disconnect the positive battery cable 
and insert a 15-volt voltmeter in series, 
with the voltmeter “plus” terminal con-

Keep batteries charged to 
prevent frost-cracking 


A cold snap can wreck a battery permanently if the 
charge is too low. In a fully charged battery (1.280 
reading on the hydrometer), the acid solution is freeze- 
proof down to 90 below zero. But a battery only half 
charged (1.180 hydrometer reading) can freeze solid, 
and crack all the cells, at six below. A completely dis- 
charged battery — one left in storage for recharging, for 
example — can be damaged permanently by 22°F tem- 
perature. Moral: in winter, a charge in time can save 


you the cost of a new battery.

If you're electric-welding a truck chassis, be sure to 
attach a ground line between the weld and across any 
bearings. Otherwise, the current flowing through the 
bearings can cause pitting and flat spots. 








nected to the battery “plus” post. A 
couple of wires soldered to the smallest 
wattage 12-volt bulb you've got will do 
the job, too. 

Normally, with everything turned off, 
the voltmeter should read zero — or the 
bulb should be dark. On your problem 
truck, however, you should get either a 
reading or a lighted bulb — both indi- 
cating an “illegal” current flow. 

Now, to find the leak, disconnect crit- 
ical wires one at a time until you get 
a zero reading or a doused light. Cir- 
cuits that don’t show a voltmeter drop 
when disconnected can be reconnected 
and the search goes on. When you do 
get a voltmeter drop or a lighted bulb, 
you know you've found the guilty cir- 
cuit. Check it until you find the trouble. 

Since most wiring these days is con- 
tained in harnesses, make each discon- 
nect either at the part you're investigat- 
ing or at an intermediate connector 
sleeve, or at the convenient junction 
blocks on the firewall. 

Where several junctions occur in the 
same circuit, start at the battery end 
when making the several successive dis- 


connects necessary to isolate the trouble. 

I once ran across a similar situation. 
We finally tracked it down to a misad- 
justment of the “Houdini Switch” in the 
glove compartment. As a result, that 
hidden light was burning all the time 
and running down the battery even 
when the glove compartment was closed. 


SHORT CLUTCH LIFE 
Dear Al: 


We're having problems with the clutch 
in a 1-ton truck. 

After new clutch and pressure plates 
are installed, the clutch works fine for 
about 10 days — then it starts to chatter. 
Shortly after, it starts to shear off the 
clutch’s rear spring center bolts. 

As far as I know, the truck is not over- 
loaded. 

Can you spot the trouble? 


W. M. D.., Dillonvale, Ohio 


Under normal driving conditions, a 
clutch facing should last from 50,000 to 
100,000 miles. Obviously, you're not 


rri 


getting anywhere near this mileage. So, 
I suspect your trouble comes from either 
of these two causes: 

Driving habits. Your area is pretty 
hilly. The driver of this truck might be 
gunning the truck much too fast up and 
down those hills in low gears. Nothing 
wrecks clutches, valve springs, and con- 
necting rod bearings as fast as this kind 
of driving. 

Clutch installation. Any kind of un- 
balance in the installation can cause 
vibration and high stresses. You have to 
be very careful about installation. 

Check the installation closely to see 
that it’s carefully assembled, precisely 
adjusted and correctly lubricated. 

Align the clutch cover with the fly- 
wheel; carefully tighten all bolts. Doing 
both these things will do a lot toward 
preserving concentricity and avoiding 
distortions. 

Lubricate the clutch pilot ‘bearing 
with a high-melting-point grease like 
Marfak Heavy Duty 2 or 3 or Marfak 
Multi Purpose 2. Any other kind of 
grease may fly off onto the clutch facing 
and cause chattering and slippage.

Hydraulic valve lifter noises give clues to ailments 


Listen to your hydraulic valve lifters — if you think they’re not perking properly. 
The kind of noise you hear often pinpoints the trouble. 


1. Very slight single or mul- 
tiple noise from a unit. This 
kind of noise is due either to 
a leaky check valve (A), or to . 
a plunger having too much 
clearance in the bore (B). 


3. General noise in the entire 
set. This kind of noise is a 
bona fide indication that air 
is being drawn into the units 
(D) because the oil level in 
your engine is too low. You'll 
start hearing this noise be- 
fore any real damage is 
done, but you can’t afford to 
neglect it, 

















2. Single loud noise from a 
unit. This noise is generally 
due toa hydraulic plunger be- 
coming sticky or tight in the 
bore to such an extent that 
the plunger spring will not 
move the plunger in the bore. 
This means the plunger is 
forced all the way down so 
that it bottoms (C). 


4. General or intermittent 
noise in the entire set. This 
kind of noise — here or any- 
where else in the engine — 
can mean there’s too much 
air in the oil (E). Check the 
inlet side of your oil pump 
for air leaks.

No. 2 grades. The goal is “to insure constant availa- 
bility of fuels with proper characteristics to meet the 
requirements of top Diesel engine performance.” 

@ Requests for tachometer and speedometer drives

Bleeding dual-reservoir brakes 


Cadillac and Rambler for 1962 have dual-hydraulic 
master cylinder reservoirs.

It has two reser- 
voirs interconnected above the normal fluid level— 
so the pressure bleeder needs to be applied only to one 
of the reservoirs. The other reservoir should be closed 
with a non-vented cap so you can build up pressure. 
You bleed all four wheels with this single connection.

metal color. One bleeding won't work on this unit 
because it has two completely separate master cylinder 
reservoirs. You'll have to connect the pressure bleeder 
to each reservoir, bleeding front brakes from the rear 
reservoir, rear brakes from the one in front. With 
this unit, it’s not necessary to close the opposite reser- 
voir for building up pressure. 

You can make your own non-vented pressure cap 
for bleeding the Bendix unit. Either solder or peen 
over a regular replacement vent cap. Then mark the 
cap to show it’s a tool, not a replacement part. Use 
it later for similar operations. 


Check your combustion analyzer 

If you're testing the exhaust gas on vehicles in 
your shop with a combustion analyzer, you'll want to 
make sure it’s giving you an accurate picture. 

First, make sure the pickup tube extends into the 
tailpipe at least 18 in. Otherwise, you'll get a diluted 
sample and inaccurate readings. This is a particular 
problem on engines with considerable valve overlap and 
where the tailpipe is considerably shortened. 

When you're testing duals, it’s best to put the pickup 
tube into the tailpipe on the side opposite the mani- 
fold heat riser valve. 

And it’s a good idea to take the analyzer back to 
your jobber occasionally for re-calibration.

OFT RIDE for over-the-road pho-

Two-compartment, multi-temp reefer hauls mixed loads of perishables 


Supermarket uses new two-compartment 
multi-temperature reefer trailers 


— OWL Stores, Inc., Minne- 
apolis, Minn., is now hauling 
frozen foods and fresh produce in 
one trailer at the same time. Special- 
ly-designed reefer units were develop- 
ed for the supermarket chain by 
engineers of two companies. 

Great Dane Trailers, Savannah, 
Ga., produced a new two-compart- 
ment trailer with side doors. The 
unit is divided into two sections 
by a sliding bulkhead door. Sliding 
feature enables operator to adjust 
compartment sizes to suit cargo. 

Thermo King Corp., Minneapolis, 
Minn., designed a dual-temperature 
system to maintain high and low tem- 
peratures in the two compartments. 
Called the “KLA-EH” Combination, 
the system consists of two units: The 
Model No. KLA-10 is mounted on the 
front of the trailer. Basically a low-

temperature unit, it may also be used 
for high-temperature operation in 
cooling service only. It’s similar to 
standard engine-powered units but 
also has an engine-driven alternator 
that furnishes electricity for the unit 
in the rear compartment. 

Temperature control for the rear 
section of the reefer is provided by 
the Model No. EH-45 electrically- 
powered cooling-heating unit. For 
high-temperature service only, it 
maintains proper level for hauling 
fresh produce, cools in summer, heats 
in winter. 

The entire system operates as fol- 
lows: 

@ For hauling frozen and fresh 
foods in two compartments — both 
units function at the same time. Front 
section is for frozen food, rear for 
fresh produce or chilled foods. 

@ For hauling fresh or frozen 
foods in front section and non-refrig- 
erated products in rear section—only 
the front unit operates for low or 
high-temperature cooling. 

@ With divider bulkhead removed 
for hauling fresh foods only—front 
unit or both may be used as needed. 

@ With bulkhead removed for haul- 
ing frozen foods—front unit only 
provides low temperature, providing 
load requirement does not exceed op- 
erating capacity. 

@ For winter hauling of fresh 
produce in rear compartment only 
with no temperature control required 
in front section—rear unit provides 
high temperature. In this case, the 
front unit must operate to generate 
current, but its compressor is shut- 
off.

There 
are seven reels with high-speed pumps 
and about 50 ft of hose for each 
pump. The air compressor capacity 
is sufficient to operate power tools 
and jacks.

Texas—increases driver license fees, 
amends and imposes certain excise 
taxes (H.20-X). 

Wisconsin — amends axle-weight 
limits on trucks hauling dairy prod- 
ucts (H.529).

Berlin spurs ICC actions 


Worsening world tensions, par- 
ticularly the growing Berlin crisis, 
is adding an urgency to the reor- 
ganization and expansion of the 
ICC’s transportation Executive 
Reserve. 

The Executive Reserve operates 





under the agency’s Office of Mobil- 
ization. It is a part of the govern- 
ment-wide National Defense Exec- 
utive Reserve program. This is a 
system whereby key industry exec- 
utives are selected, trained, and 
prepared to take over various gov- 
ernment functions in case of a 
major national emergency. 

At the ICC, these men automati- 
cally take on federal authority to 
keep the transportation system 
running in such an emergency. It 
is now made up of 43 motor car- 
rier executives, 46 from the rail- 
road industry, five from inland 
waterways, and 13 from traffic 
management, administration, and 
warehousing. All have security 
clearance. 

The reserve will be expanded 
and set up on a regional basis to 
make the system more efficient if 
it is ever called into play. 


Strickland goes 100% sleeper 


Strickland Transportation Sys- 
tem has converted its entire fleet to 
two-driver sleeper cab _ tractor- 
trailer units. 

The company claims to be the 
first fleet east of the Rockies to 
make such a conversion. 

It took the purchase of some 200 
new sleeper cab tractors ($3.75- 
million) to complete the project. 


Uniform law group elects 


National Committee on Uniform 
Traffic Laws and Ordinances has 
elected Robert Montgomery, Jr., 
its new executive director.

Highway scramble in Bay State 


Massachusetts, faced with im- 
minent loss of $51l-million in Fed- 
eral highway monies, will have to 
make a quick shuffle of a recent 
highway sizes and weights law. 

State legislators this summer 
passed a bill upping permissible 
gross weight limits for all trucks 
from 60,000 to 73,000 lb. But they 
forgot to add a Federal require- 
ment for an axle weight limit— 
18,000 lb for single axles, 32,000 
lb for tandems.

with subway cards, station posters, and in the sys- 
tem’s PR folder. Last year, for the first time, TTC 
promoted the service with 21 x 88-in. exterior signs 
and recorded announcements over the subway public 
address system. 

In Toronto the tours lasted 12 days last year, up 
from eight the year before. Peak year was 1956 when 
two whole weeks were devoted to tours. 


Greyhound offers new services 


Greyhound has added two services which it hopes 
will appeal to two types of travelers: 

@ A through-service by which passengers in New 
York will be able to board their Scenicruisers and 
keep the same seats until they reach the West Coast. 

@ Free return trips for older couples by which 
they buy the out-bound ticket and get their return 
tickets free. 

Both are now in effect. 

The coast-to-coast through bus service has been 
added at no extra cost to the passenger. Though 
there are many pick-up points, the trip from New 
York to San Francisco is scheduled to take 66 hours 
and 40 min.
